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SOUTHERN SHORTHAUL 
RAILROAD 10 YEAR 


ANNIVERSARY 


The year 2013 marks the tenth year of 
operation of rail operator Southern Shorthaul 
Railroad (SSR). To mark the milestone, a 
special logo has been devised and it will 

be fitted to locomotives in the SSR fleet. 
Locomotives 44204 and 44206 have both 
recently been repainted into the SSR yellow 
and black livery at Downer Rail’s Cardiff NSW 
rail maintenance facility, and both exhibit the 
10 year anniversary logos. With the emergence 
of 44204 from repainting on Thursday 27 

June, the opportunity was taken to name the 
locomotive ‘Paul Fitzgerald’, in honour of SSR’s 
longest serving train driver, who has been 
employed with the company since the first day. 


EL ZORRO TRANSPORT DEMISE 


After an extended period of rumoured financial 
problems, El Zorro Transport Pty Ltd, the entity 
which holds rail accreditation, was placed 

in external administration by Director Ray 
Evans on 14 June. Related entity Regional 
Port Enterprises Pty Ltd has had a liquidator 
appointed. Between El Zorro Transport and 
Regional Port Enterprises, industry sources 
indicate that collectively creditors are owed

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in excess of $20 million — a massive amount 
given the turnover of the entities. The largest 
creditor is Cargill Australia, followed by 
ARTC, V/Line, CFCLA, former employees 
and Seymour Rail Heritage Centre. The Iluka 
mineral sand train in western Victoria and the 
Cargill grain trains that were operated by El 
Zorro have been taken over by Pacific National 
in the interim. Winding up proceedings 
were originally initiated by Consolidated Rail 
Leasing, after a Creditor’s Statutory Demand 
remained unpaid by the due date. 

At the first creditors meeting of El 
Zorro Transport Pty Ltd, a number of 
creditors sought the removal of the external 
administrator. This motion was defeated 
after the Cargill debt was downgraded by 
the external administrator from approximately 
$6 million to $250,000. At a subsequent 
court hearing in early July, Consolidated Rail 
Leasing, supported by a number of other 
creditors including Cargill, was successful 
in the NSW Supreme Court in having the 
existing external administrators removed and a 
court appointed liquidator chosen. This move 
has finally resulted in the employees of El 
Zorro Transport being in a position to receive 
financial assistance from the Fair Entitlements 
Guarantee government scheme. 
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The fall of El Zorro received much media 
attention, including a number of days of 
coverage on the Ray Hadley Morning Show 
on radio station 2GB. Much of the negative 
comment surrounded the non-payment 
of wages, Superannuation and employee 
entitlements. The assistance of both NSW 
state politicians and federal politicians was 
sought to rectify the situation. The fate of 
locomotives S302, T386, TL152, TL154 and 
TL155, all of which are owned by related 
entities to El Zorro, will need to be determined 
by the liquidator. A small number of train crew 
and administration personal have since been 
able to gain alternate employment with other 
rail operators. 


VICTORIA AUTOMATED 
SIGNALLING UPGRADING 


Automatic signalling will be added to rail 
lines in North Geelong and Dunolly, Rail 
Express has reported. The commitment is 
part of the Victorian government's $28m 
Transport Solutions program, which aims to 
improve freight transport infrastructure in the 
state. $3.2 million will be spent to automate 
signalling at North Geelong and at Dunolly. 
The automated signals here will provide 
improved access to the Geelong Grain 


In the last weeks before EL Zorro ceased operating due to financial difficulties, EL60/8026/EL54 work 5CM7 grain from Oaklands on Thursday 9 May 2013. 


Loop and Corio Independent Goods line, 
while the upgrade at Dunolly will provide 24 
hour access to and from the Sea Lake and 
Manangatang lines. The Port of Geelong has 
seen record growth in recent years, with an 
increase from 1.6 million to almost 2.6 million 
tonnes of grain handled. Actual throughput at 
Geelong has grown by more than 50% since 
2010. Recent modelling indicates that trade Is 
set to triple by 2030. 


NEW INTERMODAL TERMINAL 
FOR SOUTH AUSTRALIA 


Rail Express has reported that a new 
intermodal freight terminal at Penfield in South 
Australia has been given the green light to go 
ahead. The Australasian Railway Association 
(ARA), supported by SCT Group and the 
City of Playford, has led the application to 
the Regional Development Fund to establish 
the collaborative $16.3m Penfield intermodal 
freight export precinct. “The Penfield terminal 
will provide crucial transportation and freight 
infrastructure that will connect regional SA 
with major rail transport points including Port 
Adelaide”, ARA CEO Bryan Nye said. The 
terminal will have a capacity to handle up to 
30,000 containers annually and will enable 
the movement of an additional 750,000

payload tonnes of freight each year. Once up 
and running by the end of 2016, the terminal 
is expected to inject $60m annually into the 
local economy and provide 350 jobs. It will 
generate 50 local jobs during construction. 
The terminal’s infrastructure Is intended to 
lay the foundations for further investment at 
the site and in the surrounding area and will 
assist to draw major retail and manufacturing 
organisations to northern Adelaide. 


CFCLA WABTEC LOCOMOTIVE 
ORDER ANNOUNCED 


In early May, Wabtec Corp announced an 
order for its MotivePower subsidiary to 
deliver 10 standard gauge MP38C diesel 
locomotives to the CFCLA Rail joint venture 
of CFCL Australia and Marubeni Corp during 
2013. “CFCLA and Marubeni are excited to 
introduce a new locomotive class into the 
Australian leasing market at a competitive 
price, with an acceptable performance rating 
across various freight tasks for our broad 
customer base”, CFCLA Managing Director 
lan Gibbs stated. “The new locomotives 
have the latest fuel-efficient engines and 
environmentally-friendly technology, which 
will enhance their attractiveness to our 
customers.’ In early June, it was further 
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announced that the CFCLA order had been 
increased to 16 locomotives in total. The 
locos will be numbered CM3301 to CM3316. 


PACIFIC NATIONAL ORDERS 
NREC GENSET LOCOMOTIVES 
International Railway Journal has reported that 
National Railway Equipment Co (NREC) in the 
United States has won a contract to supply 
seven multi-engine N-ViroMotive locomotives 
to Pacific National for shunting operations at 
the BlueScope steelworks at Port Kembla in 
NSW. The locomotives share the same type 

of gensets, control system and other critical 
key components with NREC’'s 1200 class 
units 1201 and 1202 which were delivered 

to Australia in May 2013. The seven units for 
Pacific National will be a four-axle two-genset 
design, as opposed to the six-axle three-genset 
1200 class locomotives currently undergoing 
testing and certification. The first locomotives 
are due to be delivered in mid-2014 and will 
replace the ageing English Electric locomotive 
fleet inherited when Pacific National took 

over internal operations at Port Kembla in 
2007. NREC has a further four 1100 class 
locomotives and an additional three 1200 
class units earmarked for export from the US to 
Australia in the coming months.

have no idea where my interest in railways stemmed from, having 

grown up at the beach at Torquay (in the days when it was still a quiet 

little town), without a railway in sight. | have never been aware of 
anyone in the family tree having any involvement in railways either. | do 
recall telling my Mum once, that | was the black sheep! 

An early dream was fulfilled when | worked an entire summer 
school holiday to buy a Lima “Indian Pacific” train set and spent hours 
watching it go around in circles on the kitchen table. My interest in the 
more local Victorian Railways grew from there and any opportunity that 
arose to watch trains was taken advantage of. One of the earliest of my 
recollections was during school holidays, on a day when my father’s 
trucks were delivering gravel to near Winchelsea. | hitched a lift early in 
the morning and walked to the station, parked my bum, spent the day 
watching, but saw nothing. On returning home extremely disappointed, | 
overheard a news report detailing a current train strike! 

During the school holidays at the start of 1976, | was let loose when 
my parents treated me to a 14 day all lines pass. As well as all the usual 
main line terminals, visits were also made to Port Fairy, Daylesford and 
Sea Lake. For reasons unknown and very disappointingly, only a small 
handful of pictures were taken on this break. 

Tinkering with the models led me to the Corio Model Railway Club 
and there | was introduced to a number of very inspirational fellows 
with whom | ultimately became lifelong friends. The two most influential 
were David Hewitt (RIP) and Frank Jones, who both had a wealth of 
knowledge on the VR. | tagged along on their escapades and was in 
awe of the amount of history that | learnt needed to be documented. 
The railways, as they were, had a charm that was captivating. The whole 
system was a living, breathing museum that was surviving on borrowed 
time. | was particularly fascinated by the quaintness of the lightly

laid branch lines, which were dying fast. They had also been largely 
neglected by much of the ‘progress’ seen on the main lines and retained 
much of the original infrastructure, such as the classic trestle bridges. 

From late 1976, | rode on and photographed a number of railfan 
tours to various destinations around the state, including Cudgewa, 
Tocumwal, Picola, Wonthaggi, Mortlake, Meringur, Yelta, Wedderburn, 
Yarrawonga, Bright, Timboon, Orbost, Pinnaroo, Kooloonong and 
Koondrook, as well as the last trains to Queenscliff, Beechworth and 
Daylesford. | found however, that | was far more interested in the ‘normal’ 
day to day operations, so when my school years were over, | joined the 
‘railways’ at the beginning of 1977. A few months were spent working 
in the North Geelong yards until | came of age and gained a position at 
loco in Geelong. The camera, being the most essential part of my kit, was 
always at hand to record my experiences. 

After chasing some of the more ‘normal’ trains to locations such as 
Queenscliff, Mansfield, Daylesford and Skipton, | took the opportunity 
with my free travel pass, issued on my first annual leave, taken in 
February 1978, to travel the state. | packed my pushbike, camera and 
a suitcase loaded with film and took off alone for four and a half weeks, 
hitching rides mostly in goods trains, to as many ‘exotic’ branch line 
destinations as could be squeezed in. | managed to visit Cobram, 
Stanhope and Colbinabbin, Mansfield and Alexandra, Cudgewa (twice 
as it was so good), Katamatite, Stony Point, Cohuna, Robinvale, 
Deniliquin, Bright and Wonthaggi. As the services on most branches 
were running on an infrequent ‘as required’ basis, it took a lot of juggling 
as well as much toing and froing. The quiet periods between runs were 
spent visiting and snooping around the bigger centres such as Albury, 
Benalla, Seymour, Bendigo, Maryborough and Serviceton, photographing 
everything that moved.....and a lot of stuff that didn't! 


Powering away from Baxter on Friday 10 December 1976, 22RM works a Frankston - Mornington service. The Baxter —- Mornington line closed on 15 
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Still etched into my mind to this day is the memory of the late 
afternoon sun casting long shadows of the train across the flat paddocks 
as we were returning from Bright, nearer to the junction at Bowser. While 
the rake of 4-wheelers gently dipped and clacked over the rail joints, the 
rotating spoke shadows appeared to be dancing on the grass. This was 
one of the most mesmerising, evocative scenes | can ever recall and 
didn’t even attempt to catch it on film; | just savoured it while it lasted. 

My preference was for the greener eastern side of the state, 
largely neglecting the Mallee and Wimmera areas. This was also partly 
due to my mistaken belief that the grain traffic would carry these lines 
well into the future. 

After the holiday | continued to tag along on other branch line train 


chasing trips whenever the opportunity arose, ending up at places

such as Mortlake (for the last train), Wonthaggi, Timboon, Koondrook, 
Avoca and Mornington before | finally gained my own license to drive 
in 1979. This gave me much more freedom to pursue my endeavours 
and every opportunity was taken to record the dying days of many 
lines. Numerous trips were taken to other mainland Australian states, 
but the local Victorian destinations still held more importance to me. 
Included in my jaunts were Orbost, Yarram and Wahgunyah and on 

a number of occasions along my favourite branch, Bright. Multiple 
outings were also made to Healesville, Timboon and Skipton, these 
surviving longer than most. 

In parallel with the demise of the branch line network was the 
death of the VR itself. Corporatisation and privatisation was taking 
over and my interest was seriously waning as there wasn’t much left 
to record. The last major effort was a weekend away to the Mildura 
area in January 1986, with Frank Jones and Bernie Baker. Whilst there, 
we managed to record the running of grain trains on the Meringur line 
(although rather unfortunately for me, the locomotive was painted in 
the new corporate livery). On that trip, we were also extremely lucky 
as our visit out to “Nowhere” coincided with a movement along the 
‘Sunset’ line, out of Nowingi. This line hadn’t been used for some time 
and much work was required along the way, clearing windblown debris 
and sand off the tracks! The trip also happened to coincide with the 
running of the Commissioners train in the region. Apart from chasing 
it along the main Mildura line, we managed to follow it returning from 
Kulwin, the only time | was able to photograph a train on that line 
beyond Sea Lake. 

Although | feel that | was born 50 years too late and missed 
witnessing the heyday of the VR before it began its downward spiral, 
| am thankful that | managed to record what | did in the short time 
available. With all the branch lines now confined to the history books, 
where some of my photographs are now appearing, | am glad to be able 
to help keep the memories alive.

No. 900, built at the SAR’s Islington Workshops using English 
Electric diesel electric equipment, was the first main line diesel 

- electric locomotive introduced in mainland Australia, entering 
service on 10 September 1951. The class gradually spread over 
all main lines, displacing Webb era steam power. After Australian 
National was formed in March 1978 the 900s began to be 
withdrawn as they became due for major overhaul. Their last 
starring role came in the early 1980s when due to loco shortages 
they returned to ‘Overland’ service, working triple-headed, and 
limited other workings. On 1 July 1985 the last five in service were 
condemned. SteamRanger had a need for diesel locomotives and 
the indomitable Dean Harvey tendered $1000 above the scrap 
value to obtain the best two, plus spare reconditioned bogies with 
traction motors. 907 and 909 lived on in SteamRanger hands to 
cover operations when steam could not be used. They proved to 
be gallant work-horses. 907, in poorer condition, worked 1,240 
miles under SteamRanger ownership, whilst 909 covered 3,000 
miles. They were laid up after the acquisition of 958, before being 
sold (for more than SteamRanger paid for them) to the Australian 
Locomotive and Railway Carriage Company for conversion to 
standard gauge operations. This has not come to fruition and they 
remain in Tailem Bend at the mercy of the weather, vandals and 
metal thieves, an inglorious fate for these historic locomotives. 
Fortunately class leader 900 “Lady Norrie’ rests at the National 
Railway Museum Port Adelaide, safe from further indignity.

These wagons are large! They are a healthy 
23.8m long and have an impressive side 
wall structure. The RKWY has three cut 
out sections along each side, allowing easy 
loading and unloading of steel products. 
Timber bolsters fitted to the deck keep the 
steel product from sliding and allow easy 
terminal handling. When acquired by Pacific 
National in 2004, the fleet was limited to 
80km/h. An upgrade program involving 

the fitting of Stucki constant contact SSB 
6000 XTS side bearers allows the wagons 
to operate up to 110km/h. This makes them 
more suitable for operation with RKKY billet 
wagons (on services from Whyalla) and also 
for placement on intermodal freight services 
as required. The wagons are fitted with 70T 
bogies and 840mm diameter wheels. The 
air brake system is Westinghouse, with 
manual load compensation and a fixed 
exhaust choke for grade control. Most of 
the RKWY wagons are painted AN green, 
with many still sporting the AN logo. As AN 
modified wagons for steel operation they 
were repainted. PN continued modifying full 
sided type wagons during the late 2000s, 
and as such, some of the original CR or ANR 
red open wagons were converted to RKWY 
wagons. Recently, PN prototyped RKWY 


2259 L, fitting additional restraints around the 


top edge of the wagon, and also painting it 
in corporate colours. This is the only RKWY 
with such modifications.

here are many that say that the 
Queensland Railways 1150 class 
locomotives were utterly unique. Probably 
just as many describe them as an ugly creation, 
with one of my close friends in Western 
Australia regarding the loco as even plainer 
than his state’s X class locomotives. 
Of course, these views are all subjective, but 
| always had a soft spot for the Queensland 
Railways 1,100 hp “Yanks”, as they were called, 
with a mixture of affection and derision in later 
years. This term was coined because of their 
Cooper Bessemer engine and construction of 
the first ten in the USA, although the last three 
were completed locally by A. Goninan and Co. 
Measuring 56 ft over buffers, the class 
members weighed 89 tons in traffic and had a 
fuel capacity of 750 gallons, with the tractive

effort of the loco at 10.5 mph. being 31,000 Ib. 
continuous. Tractive effort at 30% adhesion was 
rated at 58,200 Ib. and delivered by six traction 
motors, one per axle. SKF roller bearings 
were fitted to an unusual looking loco indeed 
which seemed to share steam and diesel era 
components. In many ways, the 1150 class was 
a transition between steam and diesel in terms 
of appearance and other features. 

The 1150s, initially entering service as 
the 1210 class, had the honour of being 
Queensland's first mainline diesel electric 
locomotive, pipping the ten member 1200 class 
English Electric locos for the honour. The first 
of the class to enter traffic was loco no. 1213 
(renumbered later to 1303 and then 1153), which 
entered service on 5 November 1952, pipping 
the 1210 class leader and 1211 (1151) which 
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were in traffic 
a few weeks later 
in November. Curiously, 
1212 (1152) did not come into service until 
December along with 1216 (1156). 

The last members of the first batch entered 
traffic during 1953, with three additional 
members placed into service during the winter 
months of 1956 to bring the class up 13 
members. On 19 June 1956, the baby of the 
class (1312/1162) entered service and no 
more were built for the Queensland Railways. 

The initial numbers allocated for the class 
were from 1210 onwards, 1209 being the 
last of the 1200 class English Electric locos. 
However, these numbers were replaced in 
1956 with the 1300-1312 series, with the 
final two units being delivered as 1311 and 


1312. They were an unusual loco in that they 
underwent two renumberings while in traffic, 
something that most loco classes did not 
endure. However, it shows the lack of any 
sense of strategy by the Queensland Railways 
for classifying the diesel classes in the early 
1950s, which merely followed on from the 
steam engines. Previous numbers in the 1100 
series were allocated to Beyer Garratt’s! 

The “Yanks” were a strange beast to 
behold, sitting up high on their springy bogies, 
the most notable thing being their curves, now 
rarely seen in loco designs which favoured 
the box look. Just how the locomotive builders 
achieved those pleasant curved ends is 
nowadays a miracle in itself, those crafts now 
gone from loco construction. The headlight 
was quaint to say the least and the cab 
window sides were unusually low, so that more 
of the driver’s torso was revealed than was 
otherwise the case with other classes. For the 
drivers, this was not an entirely comfortable 
feature, for the “Yanks” had a propensity to 
roll from side to side on some track, making 
it seem as if the driver could get thrown out 
through the window. Like all diesel locomotives 
built at the time, they were little more than a 
steam loco with a diesel engine in terms of cab 
design, which was very basic indeed. 

As a steam era diesel, they also had very 
simplistic headlights, and were equipped

with buffers and drawhooks. Also resonating 
the steam era was the absence of multi 

unit capability, which other early generation 
Queensland Railways diesels; 1200, 1400, and 
1450 classes shared. Even the splendid 1250 
class English Electrics were initially delivered 
without multi unit working potential, though the 
last twelve; 1255 - 1266 were fitted. 


New Kids on the Block: the 1950s 


In the fifties, the use of the class ranged 
throughout the state, with class members

operating in locations as far afield as Warwick, 
Cairns, Emerald and Charters Towers. As the 
track was upgraded west to Hughenden and 
beyond, the “Yanks” went further west, though 
for a time in the late 1950s, it was normal for a 
“Yank” to work the /nlander as far as Charters 
Towers where a 60 tonne 1500 class ( 1170 
class) would take over for the journey west to 
Mount Isa. 

Prominent workings in the 1950s were the 
Sunlander trains between Brisbane and 
Cairns, as well as other services on the Central

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line as far as Emerald and the Main Line as far 
as Toowoomba and Warwick. A Bundaberg 
driver on Saturday 7 August 1954 worked 
north with 1216 on 241 Sunlander to an 
intermediate crossing point where the return 
train 266 was crossed headed by 1219. On 
Friday 19 September, the same year, another 
change over working occurred, with 1212 on 
21A Rockhampton Mail being worked to the 
cross point with 1216 on the return 112A Mall. 

No. 363 slow goods train north seemed 
to garner a “Yank” from time to time, with 
class members working the train on Tuesday 
28 August 1957 with 1302 and Monday 18 
November 1957 with 1804. On Monday 27 
August 1958, the aforementioned driver worked 
another “Yank” changeover job; 1301 going 
north on 219 Goods to Lowmead to cross with 
1302 on 200 Up and return. When diesels 
worked trains in those days of regular steam use, 
it was usual for the suffix D to be attached to the 
train number (thus 363D, 219D and 200D). 

The 13 members of the class put in some 
high mileages in that decade, slowly being 
supplanted from their initial higher order roles 
as the 1250s, 1400s and 1450s began to 
make their appearances in the later 1950s. 

An examination of detailed records describing 
where the Yanks failed in the 1950s makes 
interesting reading, highlighting neatly as it does, 
the range of tasks assigned to them. In my view, 
it’s a badge of honour for 1158 to have made 

at least two trips out on the Central line, once in 
the original number 1218 and later as 1308. 
When the class got out on the road, they very 
quickly took over trains on the main North 
Coast Line, notably the Sun/ander and higher 
order services. However, they did get around a 
bit; the first diesel to run through to Stanthorpe 
was reportedly one of the class. Just as 
remarkable ts the fact that class members 
turned up at obscure suburban locations in 
Brisbane like Ascot and Shorncliffe, filling in 
time between distant country assignments. 
The Western Line saw the class in action too 
in the 1950s. On Saturday 19 November 
1958, 1303 was rostered on 19 Down Pass 
ex Chinchilla to Toowoomba, though it is 
uncertain whether the “Yank” worked all the 
way through from Roma, the train’s origin. 
South of Toowoomba, 1309 hauled 37 Down 
Pass ex Warwick north on Monday 22 April 
1957, the loco having arrived into Warwick 

the previous day on another service. The 
Wallangarra Mail also was hauled from time 

to time by “Yanks”, with the southbound train 
(26 Up) on Thursday 2 May 1957, having 1306 
rostered for at least the first part of the journey 
to Toowoomba. Monday 15 May 1962, sister 
unit 1807 hauled 604 Up Toowoomba Goods 
up the Main Range from Helidon. 

Brisbane suburban trains also were worked 
by “Yanks” in the 1950s. Hard as this is to believe 
now, Ferny Grove witnessed the class in all its 


glory at 7.08 am on Wednesday 25 December 
1957 when 1309 worked E57 from Roma Street. 
Not to be outdone, 1307 worked E29 Wacol train 
on the afternoon of Monday 27 January 1958. 
Old favourite 1308 worked 177 Sandgate service 
on Wednesday 20 May 1959, returning on a 
passenger train, while Monday 1 June 1959 saw 
1306 at Pinkenba working 651 Goods. 

The records show that the two most 
troublesome locos of the class in the 50s 
were 1308 (1158) and 1309 (1159) which 
recorded more incidents in that decade than 
other locos in the class. Somewhat ironically, 
1159 at least ended up lasting the full term 
with the fleet, lasting long enough for me to 
score a cab ride as it shunted the cement 
works siding at Stuart in 1987. 


Selected 1150 class Incidents in 
the 1950s 


One of my personal favourite incidents 
from the 1950s involving the class occurred 
on Friday 20 November 1959 when the class 
was regularly plying the length of the North 
Coast Line on through goods trains. That 
day, 1303 was rostered on 23D northbound 
goods train and broke down at Eudlo, then 
a small electric staff station attended by a 
Station Master south of Nambour. Hauling 
southbound 400D was sister unit 1309, and 
after that train was stowed at Woombye, the 
diesel ran light engine to Eudlo to render 
support to her ailing sister. When 1309 was 
placed on 23D Goods at Eudlo, it too failed, 
perhaps in fraternal support of 1303! Repairs 
were affected to both locos at Eudlo and 
both resumed hauling reduced loads on both 
trains. The inference is the class, even its 
heyday, had reliability “issues”.

One of the striking things about this list is the 
number of workings of the class on 241 and 266 
Sunlander services over the full length of the 
North Coast Line corridor. Each class member 
clearly got to know the track between Cairns 
and Brisbane well. Pulled drawhooks were also 
an issue, the “Yanks” being designed in an era 
before widespread use of auto couplers. 
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Moving North: the 1960s 

In the 1960s, the class very quickly became 
entrenched as a Northern Division locomotive. 
They had a long association with the Northern 
District based around Townsville that 
essentially lasted until the very last workings 
of the class in 1987. By the mid 1960s, the 
North was where you went If you wanted 
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Fresh from overhaul at Redbank Workshops, 
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to see the class at work, though of course, 
there were periodic runs down south largely 
in association with workshops attention at 
Redbank. Overhauls and paint jobs resulted 
in 1150 class being seen on odd duties and 
tasks down south. 

Thus, by the time | was at the age to notice 
these quaint diesel locos, they were not often 
seen in the south. So when 1158 turned up 
at the head of a lowly goods train bound for 
Pinkenba, it was certainly something to stand 
up and take notice of. | fell in love with them 
immediately, seeing them on a trip to Cairns 
in 1969 with my buddy Guy Jones. It was not 
until 1973 that | got out to Mount Isa and saw 
where they really belonged; out on the big 
open Flinders grass lands west of Prairie, along 
with the equally splendid 1250 class English 
Electrics, then often found coupled multi on 
long coal and ore trains composed of the then 
abundant WHO bogie open wagons. 

On New Year’s Day, Monday 1 
January 1962, old favourite 1308 was on 
292D heading south from Bundaberg to 
Maryborough and onwards, but by then this

the class leader 1150 was hauling 23A Down 
Goods to Lowmead and beyond. Wednesday 
23 July 1969, saw 1153 on the old favourite, 

363 Down Goods, which was the slow shunt 

train plying the line and watering gang camps 
en route, 

During their periods of attention at 
Redbank workshops, It was normal for the 
“Yanks” to get the odd job or two on local 
Brisbane area tasks. This explains their 
appearance on slow shunt trains like the Petrie 
coal working. On Saturday 27 April 1963, 69 
Down Pinkenba Goods was in the capable 
hands of 1308, some six years before it did 
much the same errand with me as observer. On 
Sunday 27 February 1966, 1153 was leading 
347 Down, the afternoon passenger train up 
the North Coast Line to Yandina. 

The incident reports for the 1960s show 
the class working the North Coast Line as well 
as the line to Mount Isa following upgrading 
work from 1961. The class also began to work 
the Collinsville line as the bad fortnight near 
Armuna in March 1969 attests (see below). 
Of interest is a 1966 incident involving 1151,

was a less common occurrence then in the 
1950s. On Monday 27 October 1962, 1308 
was back, this time going north at the head 
of the old 445 Down Bundaberg Mail which 
made its last run in 1967. 

On Tuesday 2 October 1962, 13806 
was working No. 422 Up Pass south out of 
Bundaberg, while on Thursday 3 March 1966; 


confirming the fact that the “Yanks” still worked 
from time to time on the Central line to Emerald 
(90 ton locos were allowed to run as far as 
Bogantungan at the foot of the Drummond 
Range). Also of interest is the use of the class 
on bulk sugar box trains at Carstairs, terminus 
of a short branch near Home Hill serving the 
Inkerman sugar mill.

Faded Glory: the 1970s 

In the 1970s, a few members of the class 
disappeared forever, sent on that one way trip 
to Redbank workshops after major failures 

in traffic. My favourite class member, 1158, 
disappeared then, but | was glad to actually see 
and photograph it at work in traffic, albeit ona 
slow goods train to Pinkenba in 1969. About 
the same time, 1160 worked 703 Whinstanes 
Goods on Friday 5 January 1970, with 1154 
hauling 723 Goods to Pinkenba on Friday 29 
April 1971. Pretty soon, the class was down 
to eight members; 1150, 1152, 1154, 1156, 
1159, 1160, 1161 and 1162, but there were 
enough low priority services in those days to 
keep these remaining locos occupied. 

The first class member to cease revenue 
work was 1155, which caught fire while 
working a train at Rifle Creek, the last ordinary 
staff station before Mount Isa, on 21 November 
1975. It was destined never to run again, due 
to the severe damage sustained that afternoon. 
For 1155, it had been a troubled trip west with 
a derailment two days before at Bungalien 
while working Up train 82B. 

Next to cease active service was 1153 
on 17 January 1977, followed by 1161 on 22 
August that year. Following close up behind 
was my favourite loco, 1158, which last 
worked in traffic on 3 September 1977. That 
springtime roster was destined to be its last, 
the loco joining the three others at Redbank 
stored inactive with serious repair work 
required. Although its final job is not known, 
it is interesting to note that 1158 had a bad 
run with level crossing crashes leading up 
to 1977. On 30 November 1975, 1158 hit 
a car at Harvey Creek while working 279 
goods, another crossing bingle involving 
the loco a fortnight later at Queerah while 
working 170 Goods on 10 December. Last 
but not least was a further prang at a level 
crossing when 1158 collided with a car at 
Eastwood Street, Babinda, on 24 June 1976 
while hauling 247 goods. 

Common tasks for the class were lowly 
shunt trains around Townsville as well as slow 
goods trains that shunted en route between 
Townsville, Bowen, Hughenden and Cairns. 
On Sunday 25 September 1983, travelling 
between Cairns and Brisbane, | made the 
interesting decision to disembark from the 
Tully rail motor at Silkwood and stay in the 
magnificent two storey hotel opposite the 
station. There were many worse places to stay 
than the Silkwood Hotel with a room leading 
out to the verandah, and on that balmy spring 
evening in 1983, commotion from the nearby 
station alerted me to the fact that 1154 had 
just lumbered in on the slow goods train. 
What a sight and what a sound It made, as 
the crew fluffed around before heading north 
again crossing the 2 ft gauge cane line, next 
stop Boogan! 
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A common task for the 1150s was the 
daily service to Calcium from Stuart which 
served the limestone quarry at this point on the 
Great Northern Railway. Even in their last year 
of service, they were often on this train as well 
as another favourite working; the daily shunt 
goods train to Bowen and back, also often 
worked by 1400s. 

By this time, their workload was the less 
important part of QR’s load, and as a number 
of branches were upgraded and thus made 
available in time, they ventured there. Closed in 
1966, the Oolbun line was available to all main 
line locos, and there are likely to have been 
occasions when 1150s worked out there on 
stock trains bound for the meatworks. With the 
opening of the Greenvale line in 1974, another 
route became available to the 1150s, the line 
being used from time to time for livestock traffic 
from Miner’s Lake. Of note, 1154 operated a 
work train on this line on 29 September 1987. 

Other sections available to the class were 
the Woolloongabba, Moura-Kabra, Moura- 
Gladstone, Emerald-Clermont, Wamuran branch 
and Allora branch sections, though any use 
would likely have been erratic, if at all. If | were 
a betting man and | am not, | would put money 
on the fact that an 1150 class turned up once 
or twice at Woolloongabba working a transfer 
goods train across from the north side. Given 
the “Yanks” were still occasional visitors to 
Emerald in the 1960s, there is also the chance 
they reached Capella and Bogantungan too. 
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Swansong of the Yanks 

It was inevitable the last remaining 1150s 
would disappear from service. They were after 
all, by then over 30 years old, and were not 
overly well liked by crews used to the newer 
locos and their enhanced cabs. My good friend 
Scott Jesser recalls calling at a depot in the 
Northern Division to find that a “Yank” was 
rostered on an Ideal working for photography. 
Just as he prepared to enjoy a nice moment 

of rail photography, the rostered driver turned 
up, complaining loud and hard with the loco 
foreman that his rostered job was to be on 

a “Yank”. Scott was aghast to see that the 
roster clerk almost as quickly changed the loco 
rostered from a Yank to a newer less pleasing 
unit with just the stroke of a pen. 

In that last year of traffic, 1987, | saw a fair 
bit of 1159 which became ever more reliable 
but | saw not so much of the others. However, 
1162 crossed my rail motor at Home Hill on 
Thursday 16 July 1987 while working the Up 
Bowen Goods. Down in Brisbane, 1160 turned 
up badly banged up with damage to its nose, en 
route to Redbank, with 1150, 1154, 1156 and 
1162 getting piecemeal work in their 35th year 
of traffic. Many would argue that Queensland 
Railways got a good workout from them, even if 
they weren’t the most pleasing unit and the crews 
who worked them were not entirely enamoured. 

Friday 13 November 1987 saw the 
remaining six 1150 class withdrawn from 
service. The previous day saw 1159 hauling

All six units were then hauled to Redbank 
Workshops between 12 and 16 November 
1987 for storage, subsequently 1152, 1154, 
1160 and 1162 were scrapped in December 
1990. 1150 was sold to the Australian Railway 
Historical Society Queensland Division in 
December 1995, whilst 1159 was preserved 
at the Workshops rail museum at Ipswich. 

Their final moment of glory was interesting 
with their withdrawal coinciding neatly with the 
reopening of the railway to Cleveland late in 
1987; the original line there had been foolishly 
closed in late 1960.

During May, El Zorro continued to haul
